HE Court being ſet, Over Punchet was brought to the Bar, and Mr. Attor- 
; ny General moved in behalf of che King for Judgmenc dgainſt the Priſoner, 
wherenapon he was Ordered to hold up his Hand, and demanded what he had 
to ſay, why Judgment of Death ſhould nor be pronounced againſt him, for 
the High Treaſon, upon which he was lately Arraigned and found Guiley of in that 
Courr. | ; | 
Whereupon Mr. Pluncket inſiſted upon his want: of Bvidence; whoa be eipefted 
ſhould have appeared on his behalf at his Tryal, likewiſe the i iliry a Evi- 
dence againſt hum, fince the place where they Depoſed an Army was to be Landed, was 
not capable of receiving them : and that it was not peſſible for him to raiſe fo mach 
money in ſrelandas ſhould maintain them; healſe infitted upon the Jury, alleadging 
that the Laws of Englandare fo favourable to take a Fury out of the place where the 
' Fa@ was Commirred, that they may the berter judge of Times, Places, and other Cir- 
cumſtances; He acknowledged he was a Prieſt anda Biſhop in that Kin , Which 
he ſaid was not Treaſon there, and thac while there was contirance, ti the Procla- 
mation did forbid him, he did Exerciſe his FunRion there ; concluding with many 
Proteſtations of his Innocency; STEAL 
The Court having with Patience heard what he could ſay, procteded to Sentence $ 
and he was told, He had been Convidted of the greateſt and moſt horrid of all Crimes, 
evea Treaſon of the higheſt nature; Treaſon againſt God,his King and Count {againſt 
God,in endeavouring to bring-in a falſe Religion, and the moſt pernicious of all others 
whatſoever ; for whereas True Religion teaches men their Daty to God and man, this 
on the coutrary, teaches men (for advancing the Church, tocommir all manner of Yil- 
lanies and Treafons : and as ic was againſt God, . ſo certainly he had committed a ve- 
ry high Crime agaiaſt his Lawful Prince, fince che Defign was to be carried on by ta- 
king away his Life, to whom he owed alt magner of Allegiance and Obedience ; and 
though he bad alledged That ir was not Treaſon to be a Biſhop or a Prelate in ſreland: 
yetthe Court told hin, That for the Pope to ſer up Biſhops and Prelates in His Ma j=- 
ſties own Kingdom, againſt His Majeſties Authoricy, chough it were nor formal Trea- 
ſon, yet it ſeemed to be of a Treaſonable nature, ſince it ſer up another Power againſt 
his natural Pfince: and then the Defign was likewiſe to have brought Blood and Deſtru- 
Qion upon the poor People of /7eland, which had been fully proved againſt him. 
And as tg. what he TY of being Tryed inthe ſatne place where the Fa was 
Commirted, he wastold, That the Law whereby he was Tryed, wasnot made with a 
Deſign ro enfnare him, bur that there were many Preſidents and Examples, that divers 
have been Arcaigned and Cond:-naned it England for Treaſon Commirtedin = 
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He was then told, he was near his End, and tliat it appeared he bad lived in a falſe 
and wicked Religion for a long time, but yer there was room for Repentance even, LY 
the laſt, which the Court wiſhed he might have Grace to make ute of : Pur all the bu 
neſs of the Court yas to tell him, what the Law faid, fince there was no room for Met- 
cy in that Court, bur they were bound to prorounce Judgment againſt hjm, and the 
Judgment of the Court was, That he muſt go from thence to the peace from whence he 
came, and be drawn'from thence through the City of Londun ro Tyburn, and there be 
Hanged by the Neck, and th be cut down before he was Dead, and hu Bowels to be car 
out and Burned before his Face, his Head to be cat off, kis Body to be divided into four 
Quarters, and to be diſpoſed of as his MajeSty ſhall think fir. The Court beſceching

Mr.Planher then deſired the favour, that his Man might be permitted to come to 
him, which rhe Courrt allowed, and likewiſe rold him, he might have a Proteſtant Mi- 
niſter come to him to diſcourſe with him, bus he declined it, ſaying, He conld do his 
bujizeſs himſelf,

While after Mr. Edward Fitz- Harris, was brought into Court, and the fame 
Queltiors were demanded ot him, as of Mr,P!zzket ;; that is, What he cculd ſay, 
why J:dgment of Death ſhould not be proncunced againſt bim ? | 

Mr. Fitz-Harrs faid, He was cne of the Kings Evidence, and defired We; Bur 
the Court cold him, they could take no notice thereof, ard he was now to ctler ſome 
matcer of Law why Sentence ſhould not paſs upon him ? to which he had lirtle or no- 
thing to ſay, and thereupon the Court proceeded and told him. 

Thar he had been Indifed for Treaſon of the higheſt Magnitude, even for defign.- 
ing the Ruin and-DeſtruRion of the King and the whole Kingdom ; a Treaſon, which 
it it bad not pleaſed God, mercifully to Diſcover and Prevent, would have broughc 
all the Nation into Blood and Miſery, and that he had put bimfclf upon his Countrey 
for his Tryal, who had found him Guilty of the ſame: He was therefore adviſed fer; - 
ouſly to conſider of the heinouſnefs of his Crime, which was to deſtroy his Majeſty, 
a1d with him the beſt of his Subje&s, ro which end he had prepared that Curſed Trea- 
{onable Libel, which was intended on purpoſe to ſtir up the People to Sedition and 
Rebellion, a Crime agaiaſt mankind, fince it would have engaged them to have Mur- 
dered and Deſtroyed one another, and cold have no pretence of bringing any bencfic 
or adyantage to the people of England, being intended only for Miſchict and Deſt u- 
Rion. 

He was farther told, That ic appeared he was an /y;/b Papiſt, and that he had for- 
merly inſtilled very Wicked and Dangerous Principles into the minds of the People of 
that Kingdom, and had now endeavoured to fet this Nation in a Flame by his Trea- 
ſonable Practices, thereby to bring in the Popilh Religion among us, but that it hath: 
pleaſed God to deliver us out of their hands, and to bring him to Juſtice ; and the Court 
_ now to pronounce the Judgment which the Law paſleth upon ſuch notorious Of- 

endors, 

Then the ſame Sentence was prononnced againſt him, as againſt Pluncker , Aﬀeer 
which Mr. Fitz-Harrss defired that his Wife might come to him, which the Court 
told him, was nor denied him: he faid, ſhe could not come to him, and defired a Rule 
of Court for it ; the Court to!d him,ſhe was never forbid by them to come to him, and 
therefore there needed no Rule, but if ſhe were confined upon any other Accouur, 
they could rake no notice thereof : Mr, Firz-Harris then deſired liberry for any 
Friend to come tohim, which was readily granted, and fo he was carried out of Courr, 
by the Warders of the Tower, and from thence he was ſent back by Water to the 
Tower, 

Theſe are ſome brief Notes of this days proceedings, but we hear that an exatt Ac- 

count of his Tryal aud Condemaation will be ſaadenly Pwbliſhed, to which we 
refer the Reader, 
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
